ABOUT 
BLEACHED 
FLOUR 


Thanks to the vigilance of the government authorities in looking out 


for the adulterations of food, a new and ingenious mode of adulteration has 


'been discovered and convicted so promptly that the inventors will probably 


abandon their scheme of making money on "bleached" flour. 


The government last year seized a quantity of bleached flour shipped 


by the Wellington mills of Kansas to New Orleans. The case cnme up in 


court and the government presented sufficient evidence to show that the 


flour had been .subjected to the process of bleaching in order to make it 


a creamy white. It was also shown that this process in.jured the flour by 


introducing nitrites which the physicians, like 'Dr. Wiley of Washington, 


declared to be injurious. 
The bread made from bleached flour does not 


taste well; ii does not respond to the rising process so readily and il is 


not so digestive as the bread made from ordinary unbleached Hour. 


The manufacturers of the bleached Hour 
questioned 
(lie 
constilu- 


. tionality of the pure food law, but in this way they were overruled. What is 


known as "patent'' flour is the finest of the flour, "straight" is all of the 


flour and "dear" is all of the flour except Ihe "patent." Now the object of 


t]ie bleaching process was to take flour with a large percentage of "clear" 
and make it so white Hint il will pass for "patent." Peroxide of hydrogen 
gas is a strong bleaching agent. For ihe purpose of bleaching flour it was 
produced in a- box in which electrodes arc mechanically made to approach 


- and recede. 
When electrified the. giis is dniwn into a chamber through 


which the flour is agitated until il becomes a creamy white as contrasted 
with the bluish white of the natural "patent" flour. The government experts 
proved very clearly that the flour, in the first, place inferior was very much 
worse after it had been blenched. 
It took up less moisture from the. yeast, 


digested more slowly and carried into the system nitrites (hat retarded the 
process of oxidation,!!! the blood. 


It is not very prolmblc that many other manufacturers will take the 


risk of putting out bleached flour, hut, nevertheless, the inventor, one Mr. 
Alsop, will feel greatly disappointed if after spending a long time on his 
invention he will have to throw it aside as worthless. Purchasers of flour 
should exercise due care so us not to be imposed upon and pay the price 
of "patent" flour for the bleached mid unhealtliful counterfeit.

ABOUT 
BLEACHED 
FLOUR 


Thanks to the vigilance of the government authorities in looking out 


for the adulterations of food, a new and ingenious mode of adulteration has 


been discovered and convicted so promptly that the inventors will probably 


nbandon their scheme of making money on "bleached" flour. 


The government last year seized a quantity of bleached flour shipped 


by the Wellington mills of Kansas to New Orleans. The case came up in 


court and the government presented sufficient evidence to show that the 


flour had been subjected to the process of bleaching in order to make it 


».• creamy white. It was also shown that this process injured the flour by 


introducing nitrites which the physicians, like Dr. Wiley of Washington, 


declared to be injurious. 
The bread made from bleached flour docs not 


taste well; it does not respond to the rising process so readily and it is 


not so digestive as the bread made from ordinary unbleached flour. 


The manufacturers of the blenched flour 
questioned 
the constitu- 


tionality of the pure food law, but in this way they were overruled. 
What is 


known as "patent" flour is the finest, of the- Dour, "straight" is all-of the 


flour and. "clear" is all of the flour except the "patent." Now the object of 


the bleaching process was io take flour with a large percentage of "clear" 
and make it so white that it will pass for "patent." Peroxide of hydrogen 
gns is a strong bleaching agent. For the purpose of bleaching flour it was 
produced in a 'box in which electrodes are mechanically made to approach 
»nd'recede.. When electrified the gas is drawn into a chamber through 
which the flour is agitated until it becomes a creamy white as contrasted 


Avith the bluish white of the natural "patent" flour. The government experts 
proved very clearly that the flour in the first place inferior was very much 
worse after it had, been bleached. It look up less moisture from the yeast, 
digested more slowly and carried intd the system nitrites that retarded the 
process of oxidation in the blood. 


It is not very probable (hat many other manufacturers will take the 


risk of putting out bleached flour, but, nevertheless, the inventor, one Mr. 
Alsop, will feel greatly disappointed if after spending a long time on his 
invention he will have to throw it aside as worthless. . Purchasers of flour 
should exercise due care so as not to be imposed upon and-pay the price 
of "patent" flour for the bleached and unhealthful counterfeit.

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English in many communities, and in 
places the court and other official pro- 
ceedings are carried on in the foreign 
tongue.

ico as one state. The Arizonians. who 
prided themselves on their Anglo-Rnx- 
on blood, protested so strongly against 
being tied up with the people of their 
neighboring sister territory that the 
project fell through and separate state- 
hood was delayed until now. 


Tho passage of the act 
admitting 


Arizona and New Mexico and its ap- 
proval by the executU'e did not au- 
tomatically admit them into the Union. 
They will not be full fledged states, 
adding two stars to the flag, until 
several months have passed. 
In the 


meantime, however, the two common- 
wealths may go ahead with their plans 
for full statehood, electing delegates 
to constitutional conventions. The con- 
stitutions will be sent to the people of 
the territories on referendum and then 
will go to congress and the president 
for approval. 
Even if congress fails 


to act on tho constitutions tho states 
will be admitted sixty 
days 
after 


March 4 next, and the two nc\v stars, 
making forty-eight in all, will he added 
to tho flag on the following Independ- 
ence day, according to law and cus- 
tom. There will be great festivities in 
Phoenix, the capital of Arizona, and 
Santa Fe, tho chief city of New Mexi- 
co, when the two states are finally ad- 
mitted Into the Union. 


In mineral resources and In agri- 


cultural possibilities Arizona and New 
Mexico rank among the greatest of 
American commonwealths. In scenic 
grandeur Ihey surpass most of tho 
othor states, according to tho high- 
est authorities In such matters. 
The 


Grand Canyon of the Colorado, In Ari- 
zona, Is generally considered the most 
wonderful region In America, if not In 
tho world. 
For 200 miles tho river

Senator Sees Indian Wrongs 
,.

S a result of Senator Gore'e re- 


cent 
charges 
of 
attempted 


bribery, made on the floor of 
the United States senate, a. 


clear revelation of the relations of the 
Indians of Oklahoma with the govern- 
ment 
at 
Washington 
is 
expected. 


Whether or not it is shown that there 
exists "an orgy of graft," as alleged by 
George W. Woodruff, who was assist- 
ant attorney general for the interior 
department under Secretary Oarfield, it 
seems certain that the action of the 
Oklahoma senator will result in the 
laying bare of some interesting facts. 


In brief. Senator Gore charged that 


$25,000, with a possible increase to 550,- 
000, had been offered ^to him for his 
good offices in connection with legisla- 
tion affecting the sale of coal and oil 
lands by the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
Indians of Oklahoma. He asserted that 
in.the event of favorable legislation by 
congress fees aggregating $3,000,000 were 
to be paid to J. Frank McMurray and 
other lawyers for effecting the sale of 
the lands. Other legislators were said 
to have been implicated in the deal. 
It is Senator Gore's avowed purpose to 
save the $3,000,000 to the Indians. Laws 
passed at the closing hours of the re- 
cent session of congress held up the 
payment of the fees, largely through 
the publicity given to them by the sen- 
ator's charges. An investigation of the 
whole matter Is to.be begun by com- 
mittees of the senate and .houso in 
Oklahoma City about Aug. 1. 


The story ot .the Five Civilized Tribes 


of whnt Hfled to be Indian Territory— 
the Cherokees, Chickasaws, Choctaws, 
Creeks and Semlnoles—Is very compli- 
cated. 
For many decades after their 


removal from the southern states tlfese 
Indians lived In the territory on lands 


allotted to • them by the 
government. 


They dwelt, in: peace, in semlclvlllzed 
fashion, maintaining • themselves par- 
tially by government bounty anil par- 
tially by agriculture,,.until white men 
began to drift 
into 
their 
country. 


These latter. saw that the land was 
good and determined to win it from 
the Indians.. W.ith.that, end In-view 
every device of fraud,, chicanery* and 
deceit has been employed against the 
Indians, as well as the arts of wily per- 
suasion. Not all of -it has been crimr 
inal by any means. In many cases it 
has not been difficult to remain within 
the letter of" the law while inducing

the Indians to part with their valuable 
lands for Inadequate considerations. 


Owing to ignorance of white men's 


ways, the full blooded Indians have 
been' the easiest victims of the men 
who sought them out for the.purpose 
of acquiring their lands. When other 
methods of persuasion failed the whites 
did not hesitate at intermarriage. By 
the provisions of the tribal laws which 
formerly governed the Indians, a white 
man or woman married to an Indian 
became to all intents, and purposes an 
Indian and as such entitled to share in 
the Indian lands. 
The proportion of 


white blood has increased steadily. 
•According to the latest available sta- 
tistics, the numbers in the Five Civi- 
lized Tribes are as follows: Cherokees, 
41,806; Chlckasaws. 11,055; Choctaws, 
26,771; Creeks, 18,714; Semlnoles, 3,124: 
total, 101.469. In 'this total.are Included 
23,382 colored freedmen (former slaves 
and descendants of"former slaves of 
the Indians) and 
2,604 intermarried 


whites. All of them, men, women and 
cjiildren, are equal in respect to the 
allotment of lands by the 'government. 


• The coal lands and oil lands of the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws, the disposi- 
tion of which has been/ called into 
question -by -Senator Gore's action, are 
Immensely valuable. 
Some authorities 


place their value as high as $160.000,000, 
and few ostimate them as low as $30.- 
000,000, the sum which a syndicate of 
white men Is said to have offered. I 


J. -Frank McMurray obtained a con- 


tract ' with the Choctaw and the 
Chickasaw Nations to sell their coal 
and oil lands and was to receive 10 
per. cent of the proceeds. 
President 


Roosevelt • and Secretary Garfleld 
re- 


fused-to approve this contract on tho 
ground that the fee was excessive. 
Mr. McMurray.then sent out hundreds 
of agents, and they personally obtain- 
ed Individual contracts from more than 
10,000 Indians. 


Senator Gore Introduced a resolution 


to investigate the matter. It was fa- 
vorably reported and referred to the 
committee on contingent expenses. 


The senate, aroused by the startling 


charges, lost no time In allowing the 
blind senator to frame an amendment 
covering these contracts In practicnlly 7 
his own language. 
This amendment 


wns promptly adopted by tho senate ;' 
and the house, 'and now It will bn Im- ',' 
possible for the law firm to obtain Its 
enormous feo In the event of the sale '. 
of the Indian'coal lands without the 
contracts being approved by congress. ,

ABOUT 
BLEACHED 
FLOUR 


Thanks to the vigilance of the government authorities in looking out 


for the adulterations of food, a new and ingenious mode of adulteration has 


been discovered and convicted so promptly that the inventors will probably 


abandon their scheme of making money on "bleached" flour. 


. The government lost year seized a quantity of bleached flour shipped 


by the Wellington mills of Kansas to New Orleans. The case came up in 


court and the.government presented sufficient evidence to show that the 


flour had been subjected to the process of bleaching in order to make it 


v. creamy white. 
It was also-shown that this process injured the flour by 


introducing nitrites which the physicians, like Dr. Wiley of Washington, 


deejared to be injurious. 
The bread made from bleached flour does not 


taste well; it does not respond to the rising process so readily and it is 


not sb digestive as the bread made from ordinary unbleached flour. 


The manufacturers of the bleached flour questioned 
the 
constitu- 


tionality of the pure food law, but in this way they were overruled. What is 


known as "patent" flour is the finest of the flour, "straight" is all of the 


flour and "clear" is all of the flour except the "patent." Now the object of 


the bleaching process was to fake flour with a large percentage of "clear" 
and make it so white that it will pass for "patent." Peroxide of hydrogen 
gas is a strong bleaching agent. For the purpose of bleaching flour it was 
produced in a box in which electrodes are mechanically made to approach 
and recede. When electrified the gas is drawn into a. chamber through 
which the flour is agitated until it becomes a creamy white as contrasted 
with the bluish white of the natural "patent" flour, 
proved very elearly'that the flour in the first place 
worse after it had been bleached. It took up less moisture from the yeast; 
digested more slowly and carried into the system nitrites that retarded the 
process of oxidation in the blood. 


It is not very probable that many other manufacturers will take the 


risk of.putting out bleached (lour, but, nevertheless, .the inventor, one Mr. 
Alsop, will feel greatly disappointed if after spending a long time on his 
invention he will have to throw it aside as worthless. • Purchasers of flour 
should exercise due care so as not to be imposed upon and pay the price 
of "patent" flour for the bleached and unhealtbful counterfeit.

THE 
LAWRENCE 
DISGRACE 


Every neighhoriug city must sympathize very deeply with the city of 


Lawrence in the disgrace that has come upon her in the conviction of her 
mayor and several other officials on Ihe charge of conspiracy to bribe pub- 
lic officials. 
There will be much sympathy also for Mayor White in the 


sweeping severity of his sentence, although no real act 
of bribery 
was 


proven' against him. 
It seems, however, that from the testimony of a 


couple of men who turned states evidence in order to secure immunity for 
themselves, the mayor was entangled in the net in such a way that it be- 
came impossible for him to escape. 


Mayor'White had the habit of making very bitter attacks upon those 


whom he considered his political adversaries, and this, of course, ensured 
him a lot of bitter enemies who, when the opportunity offered, were glad 
to see him indicted nnd convicted. 


The whole unfortunate and disgraceful occurrence bears a wholesome 


lesson riot only for the city of Lawrence but for other cties in the danger 
of elevating to office any man who adopts sensational campaign methods to 
delude the people or any man whose chief platform is a grouch even though 
he protests his devotion to the people, promises all kinds of reforms nnd 
denounces existing conditions as rotten and corrupt. If elected such men 
usually succeed only in keeping up continual turmoil in the conflict for 
power and office, a turmoil that sometimes ends, as in the present case, 
in placing an indelible stigma upon the name and fame of the city that 
listened to the blandishments of freak candidates while ignoring the can- 
didacy or the availability of men of whose capacity, probity and honor 
there could be no question. 


The experience of Lawrence should hnve its effect, with cities that have 


a weakness for so called freak candidates, instead of level-headed, well 
balanced, capable nnd experienced men who could be relied upon on all 
occasions to honor by their administrative nets not only themselves but the 
cities that elevated them to office. 


The wisdom or tho foolishness of the entire electorate in any city is 


reflected in the status of the man selected for mayor. If ho be a public 
disturber, a self-seeking demagogue, n grafter, a gambler or a cunning 
political humbug, his election proves that the voters have made a grievous

trade, at which tho principal topic o: 
discussion was the project of Inducing 
the United States government to pro 
vido a suitable channel in the Merri- 
mack river, thus making it navigable 
for a greater distance. 


Haverhill wants a 14-foot channel 


from that city to the. sea and the com- 
bined boards of trade will assist Ha- 
verhlll toward getting it. 


The Lowell delegates to tho confer- 


enco were President Harvey B. Greene, 
Secretary John H. Murphy and Fred C. 
Garrett of the board of trade, Mr. Gar- 
ret being chairman of the committee 
on transportation. The Lowell men 
proceeded to Haverhill by autos aa tho 
guest of Mr. Garrett. From Haverhill 
the guests went'to Salisbury beach by 
boat as the guests of L. L. H. Taylor, 
the owner. 
The trip down the river was not only 


most enjoyable, but profitable as well 
for it gave the delegates an opportuh- 
ity to note the navigability of tho river 
and it peculiarities. 


The big steam coal carrier, the H. O. 


Eliiston, which makes trips up and 
down tho river and over to Boston or 
New York with-OOQ-tons of coal aboard 
was discussed. The vessel draws 9!^ 
feet of water when I loaded and has to

Secretary MaeVeagh has issued an 


order fixing a standard of medication 
to govern the chemists of the internal 
revenue bureau in passing on the ques- 
tion of the amount of alcohol that may 
be used in medicinal preparations in

Alcohol will be permitted only to the 
amount necessary to hold in solution 
all medicine used or tn extract or pre- 
serve the same.

He looked around for the 


owner, saw no one. and ilieli noticed 
blood on the. hat. 
He saw that the 


lid of a box used io keep sand which 
is sprinkled on .the roadway, was brok- 
en. 
Inside the box and burlod in Uio 


sand was the owner. 
Acting Captain Barry was called, and 


e crowd collected. 
The man was 


rushed to the hospital. 
Captain Barry 


decided finally that the man had come 
from the tower. 
He sent a policeman 


up, and on top was found the stranger's 
coa), with a piece of paper pinned to 
it. 


When the man had been seen climbing 


to the roadway, he had climbed Instead 
Inside the tower through the lattice 
work. Within there Is a spiral staircase 
to the top. 
He had ascended by this, 


and then evidently thought he could 
dive to the water. 
Instead he had 


come down close to the tower, strik- 
ing the sand box and going through 
the lid. 


On the paper pinned to the coat waa 


written the following:

DISGRACE 


Every neighboring city must sympathize very deeply with the city of 


Lawrence in the disgrace that has come upon her in the conviction of her 
'mayor and several other ollk-ials on the charge of conspiracy to bribe pub- 
lic officials. 
There will be much sympathy also for Mayor White in the 


sweeping severity of his sentence, although no real act 
of bribery 
was 


proven against him. It sesms, however, thai: from the testimony of a 
couple of men who turned states evidence in order to secure immunity for 
themselves, tho mayor WHS entangled in the net in such a way that it be- 
came impossible for him to escape. 


Mayor White had the habit of making very bitter attacks upon those 


whom be considered his political adversaries, and this, of course, ensured 
him a lot of bitter enemies who, when the opportunity offered, were glad 
to see him indicted and convicted. 


.The whole unfortunate and disgraceful occurrence bears a wholesome 


lesson not only for the city of Lawrence but for other cties in the danger 
of elevating to office any man who adopts sensational campaign methods to 
.delude the people or any man whose chief platform is a grouch even though 
he protests his devotion to the people, promises all kinds of reforms and 
denounces existing conditions ns rotten and corrupt. 
If elected such men

The experience of Lawrence should have its effect, with cities that have 


a weakness for so called freak candidates, instead of level-headed, well 
balanced, capable and experienced men who could bo relied upon on all 
occasions to honor by their administrative acts not o'nly themselves but tho 
cities that elevated thorn to office. 


The wisdom or the foolishness of the entire electorate in any city is 


reflected in the status of the man selected for mayor. 
If he bn a public 


disturber, a self-seeking' demagogue, a graft or, a. gambler or a cunning 
political humbug, his election proves that the voters have made a. grievous 
mistake, that they have been hoodwinked and

WASHINGTON, July 15.—The for- 


eign commerce of the United States hi 
the fiscal year ending June 30 amount- 
ed to 3i/j billion dollars,- speaking In 
very general terms, of which imports 
wer. valued at IV2 billion and exports 
at 1% billion dollars. To he more ac- 
curate, the. figures just completed by 
the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce - and 
labor show: 


Imports, ?1,557,854,85-1; exports, $1,7*4,- 
866,203; excess of exports over Imports, 
5187,111,349. The imports were, larger 
than in. any preceding, year, and the 
exports larger than in any former 
years except 1907 and ,1908. The grand 
total of foreign.commerce, including in 
this term ail merchandise imported 
and exported except, that included in 
the trade with the noncontiguous terri- 
tories if the United States (Porto Rico, 
Hawaii, Guam, Tiituila and Alaska) 
amounted 
to 
$3,302.821,057 
and 
Is 
greater than that of any preceding 
year except 1907, when tho total was 
$3,315,272,503. 


The excess of exports over imports 


In the fiscal year 1910 is smaller than 
in any other year- since lS9(i. 
being 


$187.111,349, against $361,090,880 in the 
fiscal yenr 1909, 5666,431,554 in 1908, 
$446,429,653 in 1007, $517.302,054 
in 


1906, and 
$401.048,595 in 1905. This 


marked reduction in tho excess -of ex- 
ports over imports is due to a 
falling 


off In the exportation of foodstuffs and 
an inrcease in the Importation of man- 
ufacturers' 
materials. 
The value of 


foodstuffs exported in the 11 months 
for which detailed figures are available 
was 346 million dollnrs. against 413

He 
as decided to abolish the metropoli- 
an police bureau, incorporate the Jap- 
nese and Korean" policemen with the 
endarmerie and, according to advices 
caching here, the commander of the 
endarmerie will have augmented au- 
horlty. 


Under the old system 
there have 


een Japanese and Korean policemen 
ubject to the chief commissioner of 
ollce who in turn is directly subject 
o the Korean cabinet. 
There have 


een also gendarmes subject to the 
ommander in chief of the Japanese 
roops and scattered all over the coun- 
ry, having over 500 stations at Impor- 
int points. These two branches were 
upposed to help each other In maln- 
ainlng order in- Korea, but hitherto 
ave been inimical because subject to 
wo different authorities.
